He wart 
considered one oi***the best appraisers 
of coal land property In the United 
States. 
He also made a specialty of

Mr. Boileau was a frequent 
con- 


tributor to The Weekly Courier. One 
of the inost important of his articles": 
was that dealing with the limited life 
of the ConnelJsvilie coko region as at 
present developed.

spread comment. When tho CoapeUa- 
ville coke operators made their light 
for lower coke rates, Mr. 
Boileau

It was proposed to consolidate 
all the merchant Interests and take in 
practically all the coking coal of "the 
Connellsvllla and Lower Connellsvlllo 
region, exclusive ot

terests making their own coke. Asso- 
ciated with Boileau were Charles Mc-

Consternation spread amongst the

Waylaying Mendelssohn. 


After the London performance of "St. 


Paul" by the Sacred Harmonic society 
at Bxeter hall in 1837 Mendelssohn's 
coach was waylaid at mldriigiit on his 
way to Dover, but instead of being 
robbed the composer was presented 
with a silver snuffbox by a group of 
devotees. He had behaved with charm? 
ing grace In nn awtrcarrl incident. 
Tb? London performance In citiestion 
was to have been conducted by him. 
Bnt the Birmingham festival was just 
due, and he was the great attraction 
there in the same oratorio. It was felt 
that his appearance as conductor tn 
London at that juncture would detract 
from the importance of his visit to 
Birmingham. Mendelssohn saw the 
point and cnuceled- bis London en- 
gagement. Bat be attended the per- 
formance and was ,so winning to all 
concerned—audience, performers, offi- 
cials—that ha turned a disappointment 
Into a scene of wild enthusiasm, .. 


Old Roman Wedding's. 


. Mnrrlage In ancien!: Rome was a 
matter which waa Tsry often arranged 
by the parents of the bride and groom, 
and in those cases the bride and bride- 
groom were herded to the altar early, 
before they had a chance to grow up 
nnd become stiff necked and stubborn. 
Tne average age of the Roman joutb, 
who married * at bis father's behest 
wag eighteen or twenty and of the 
girls thirteen to fifteen. It must be 
remembered, of coarse, that, like all 
the children of southern coontries, 
boys and girls were more mature at 
an early age In Rome.than In the coun- 
tries to the north. There were two 
forms of marriage ceremony which, 
might be performed—one. the "manus" 
service, by which the bride gave all 
her possessions to the'-gropm. and the 
other, without "nianns," In which the 
wife retained everything eicept what 
was a specific part of her dowry. 


Outer Gardens of Paris. - 


The city of Paris has large and 


varied plantations just outside the for- 
tifications, where flowers, exotic shrubs 
and trees are raised. One hundred and 
thirteen hothouses for plants, exotic 
shrubs and Sowers are heated from 
one central heating plant distributing 
hot water through a nine and one-half 
mile system of pipes. The object of 
this central heating organization IE not, 
as the bead gardener ^xplains, wttb a 
view of economy. 
In fact, such a 


syStem Is far more costly tfian separate 
installations for each group of hot- • 
houses, but is thus arranged to avoid 
the existence of a series of nnsfshtly 
chimneys which would destroy th* ar- 
Istie effect of the grounds, which, ara 
more or less a public resort and show 
place.
